8.0. 60(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Conditions 
of Service of the Union territory of Mizoram Employees Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 

2. Extent of application. —These rules shall apply to all persons appointed to the 
Central Civil Services and posts (Class I, Class II, Class III and Class IV) under 
the administrative control of the Administrator of the Union territory of Mizoram. 

3. Conditions of service of persons appointed to the Central Civil Service* and 
posts under the administrative control of the Administrator of the Union territory 
of Miaoram.—The conditions of service of persons appointed to the services and 
posts referred to in rule 2 shall, subject to any other provision made by the Presi¬ 
dent, be the same as the conditions of service of persons appointed to other corres¬ 
ponding Central Civil Services and posts and be governed by the same rules and 
orders as are for the time being applicable to the latter category of persons: 

Provided that the scales of pay and dearness allowance and other allowances 
granted to such employees, shall, until any other provision is made In this behalf, 
continue to be governed by orders in force immediately before the commencement 
of these rules: 
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Provided further that in the case of persons appointed to the Services and posts 
referred to In rule 2 if they are drawing pay and the dearness allowance at the rates 
admissible to corresponding categories of employees of the Government of Assam, 
it shall be competent for the Administrator of the Union territory of Mizoram to 
revise their scales of pay and rates of dearness allowance from time to time so as 
to bring them on par with the scales of pay and dearness allowance which may be 
sanctioned by the Government of Assam from time to time for the corresponding 
categories of employees. 

4. Rules not to apply to matters relating to probation, confirmation, seniority and 
promotion.— Nothing contained in these rules shall apply to probation, confirmation, 
seniority and promotion in respect of persons in relation to whom the Administra¬ 
tor of the said Union territory has been authorised under the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. 14/21/71-HMT(li) dated 
the 21st January, 1972 to make rules under the proviso to article 309 of the Con¬ 
stitution. 

3. Repeal.- —All rules and orders relating to matters for which provision is made 
In rule 3 in so far as they are applicable to persons referred to therein and are In¬ 
consistent with the provisions of these rules are hereby repealed' 

Provided that— 

(a) such repeal shall not affect the previous operation of the said rules, or 
orders or anything done or any action taken thereunder; 

(bl any proceeding under the said rules or orders pending at the commence¬ 
ment of these rules shall be continued and disposed of as far as may 
be In accordance with the provisions of the rules and orders made 
applicable under rule 3.

8.0. 51(E).—In exercise ol the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of 
the Constitution, the President hereby directs that the Administrator of the Union 
territory of Mizoram shall exercise the power to make rules in regard to the follow¬ 
ing matters, namely:— 

(i) the method of recruitment to the Central Civil Services and posts (Class 
I, Class II, Class HI and Class IV) under his administrative control in 
connection with the affairs of the Union territory of Mizoram; 

(II) the qualifications necessary for appointment to such services and posts; 
and 

(ill) the conditions of service of persons appointed to such services and posts 
for the purposes of probation, confirmation, seniority and promotion: 

Provided that nothing contained in this notification shall apply to the recruit¬ 
ment rules already in force until the same are revised or superseded by the said 
Administrator under the powers conferred on him by this notification and that the 
powers of the Governor of Assam or of the Government of Assam under any such 
rules shall be exercised by the Administrator of the Union territory of Mizoram 
and any reference to the Assam Public Service Commission in such rules shall be 
construed a3 reference to the Union Public Service Commission. 

2. Any recruitment rules, Including any rule relating to probation, confirmation 
seniority and promotion, made in pursuance of this direction shall be subject to 
previous consultation with the Union Public Service Commission. 
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3, Nothing contained in this notification shall apply to services and posts borne 
on a cadre common to two or more Union territories

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 21 st January 1972 

S.O. 52(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 62 of the North 
Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971 (81 of 1971), and all other powers enabl¬ 
ing it in this behalf, the Central Government hereby directs that every person who 
immediately before the appointed day was serving, in connection with the affairs 
of the Union under the administrative control of the Administrator of the Union 
territory of Manipur or the Union territory of Tripura, on deputation basis shall, 
on and from that day, be deemed to be on deputation to the Government of the 
State of Manipur or the Government of the State of Tripura, as the ease may be, 
on the same terms and conditions as were applicable to him immediately before the 
appointed day.
